Mrs. Marjorie M. Hambly, sec- 
retary of the San Bernardino 
Triple A offize announced that for 
the months of July, August and 
September the c:unty has been al- 
loted a total of 515,000 board feet, 
to be distributed by their office to 
those holding preference ratings 
and priorities of AA-2 or AA-&. 

The job of handling this distri- 
bution has been assigned’ t> the 
rationing and priorities sub-e9m- 
mittee headed by Maurice Shu- 
maker. Austin Wallin of Ontario 
is the member nearest to Upland. 

Rapidly falling lumber ‘stocks, 
Mrs. Hambly says, is due in part 
to unrated deliveries permitted un- 
der earlier orders, have reduced 
lumber supplies for’essential uses 
to the critical point. “We've used 
up our lumber reserves and now 
must balance essential use With 
lumber ‘production, 

“Dealers in rural areas are like- 
ly to have very little lumber ex- 
cept that available for essential 
farm use, They will have to have 
farmers’ lumber certificates in or- 
der to maintain stock, Farmers 
will need to use the certificates in 
order to assure themselves of con- 
tinuing supplies in local yards,” 
Mrs. Hambly explained, “AA-2 
rating certificates for lumber for 
emergencies, repair and mainten- 
ance can be issued up to a total 
cf 125,000 board feet; while less 
urgent jobs and small farm ccn- 
struction (not dwellings) will be 
rated AA-3 for the remainder of 
the quarterly allocation.” 

Although previous lumber or- 
ders have been rescinded and re- 
placed by the new M-335 with very 
much tighter civilian controls to 
become effective Augiust 1, the 
WPB Order (L-41) controlling con- 
struction is still in effect and lum- 
ber used in construction approved 
under this order will not diminish 
the quotas for farm use, Mis. 
Hambly pointed out. The 
lumber quota for the three-month 
period for the state is 431% million 
board feet. 

Applications for lumber certifi- 
cates will be filed at the County 
Agricultural Conservation office, 
at room 200, Professional build- 
ing, San Bernardino, and when 
approved, the valid certificates 
will be accepted by lumber deal- 
ers, who in turn extend the ‘rat- 
ings to their suppliers for re- 
placement of lumber stocks de- 
livered in accordance with the or- 
der, Mrs. Hambly concluded,
